The  growing  of  strawberries  is  on  the  increase  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  in  many  sections  straw- 
berries have  become  a main  crop.

It  will  be  a source  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  you  with  little  work 
and  little  expense.  The  small  amount  you  spend  for  plants  will  be  returned  to  you  many  fold. 

As  a market  crop,  strawberries  are  most  profitable.  Where  strawberry  growing  has  been  taken  up  in 
a business-like  way,  small  gardens  bring  the  owners  from  $50.00  to  $200.00,  and  it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing 
to  realize  from  $1200  to  $1500  per  acre.  Growers  all  over  the  country  are  making  big  money,  and  no 
greater  returns  for  the  amount  invested  can  be  made  in  any  line  of  business. 

Almost  any  soil  that  will  grow  good  field  crops  will  grow  good  berries.  Avoid  low,  frosty  places  if  pos- 
sible. Light  sand  or  hillsides  can  be  used  to  good  advantage.  Fruit  plants,  like  any  other  crop,  need  rich 
ground,  and  respond  quickly  to  good  care  and  fertilization.  Stable  manure  is  a splendid  fertilizer  for  fruit. 
Plant  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  can  be  prepared,  so  that  the  spring  rains  will  give  the  plants  a 
start.  Plants  should  be  handled  and  set  before  they  start  to  grow  very  much,  while  the  vitality  is  still  in  the 
plant. 

Select  your  patch  of  ground,  put  it  in  good  shape  for  the  plants,  give  them  the  attention  they  should 
have,  and  the  returns  will  be  large.  You  can  make  no  mistake  in  setting  out  a portion  of  your  garden  or 
farm  to  strawberries.
